Gingrich, Obama are 
likeliest rivals in race 
for the White House

Suddenly, Mitt Romney is fighting 
a two-front political war. 

The Republican presidential 
contender has skated along for 
much of the year as GOP challeng- 
ers surged and faded. But now he 
faces an unexpected, more seri- 
ous threat from Newt Gingrich — 
just as President Obama’s team is 
sharpening its criticism of Rom- 
ney, who the president’s aides view 
as his likeliest foe next fall. 

With only a month before the 
Iowa caucuses kick off the nominat- 
ing fight, Gingrich’s rise has forced 
Romney’s campaign to evaluate a 
new reality: He no longer has the 
luxury of staying above the Repub- 
lican primary fray, avoiding tough 
questions about his own record and 
hammering Obama while essential-

Economic Growth Stalls 


Despite some strong 
signs, report to show 
only modest gains 

Washington 

Factories are producing more. 
Construction is growing. People 
are buying more cars. The hol- 
iday shopping season is off to a 
strong start. 

Normally, all of that would sug- 
gest a bright outlook for the econo- 
my. The problem is that employers 
still aren’t hiring much, the num- 
ber of people seeking unemploy- 
ment benefits remains high, and 
Europe’s debt crisis poses a grave 
threat to the future. 

Thursday’s mixed economic pic- 
ture came a day before the govern- 
ment will report on unemployment 
and job growth for November. That 
report is expected to show a modest 
net gain of 125,000 jobs, scarcely 


Hazy Outlook 

Analysts say the economy re- 
mains locked in a good-but-hardly- 
good-enough position: It’s growing 
consistently, yet too weakly to in- 
duce employers to hire aggressively. 
“The economy is picking up momen- 
tum as we close out 2011," said Neil 
Dutta, an economist at Bank of Amer- 
ica Merrill Lynch. At the same time, it 
faces “an ongoing flu in Europe" and 
other challenges, such as uncertain- 
ty about future taxes and spending in 
the United States, Dutta said, (ap) 


enough to keep up with population 
growth. The unemployment rate is 
projected to remain 9 percent. 

Mark Vitner, an economist 
at Wells Fargo, suggested that 
employers are reluctant to hire 
freely because the U.S. economy’s 
future appears hazy. 

For one thing, a Social Securi- 


ty tax cut that provided an average 
$1,000 in extra cash this year for 
about 160 million Americans could 
expire at year’s end. Republican 
lawmakers did take steps Thurs- 
day to extend the cut, along with 
emergency unemployment benefits. 
But it’s still uncertain whether the 
money will be renewed. 

In addition, the Obama admin- 
istration’s health care reform could 
slow hiring next year, Vitner said, 
because it will require companies 
to provide coverage by 2013 or 
pay a fine. 

And any worsening of Europe’s 
financial crisis could cause U.S. 
and European banks to cut back 
on lending and hoard cash. That 
would slow the economy. Concerns 
about a credit crunch led the Fed- 
eral Reserve and five other central 
banks to take coordinated action 
this week to lower the cost of dol- 
lar loans in Europe and elsewhere.

Islamists Likely Lead Egypt Vote 


Long Process Ahead 

A collision between the military and the Muslim Brotherhood over the 
next Stage of Egypt’s transition would add yet another layer of turmoil to the 
country after nearly 10 months of disputes. The voting on Monday and Tuesday 
was to determine about 30 percent of the 498 seats of the People’s Assembly, 
parliament’s lower house. Parliament will hold its inaugural session in March, 
meaning that a new constitution must be drafted and adopted before Egypt’s

U.N.: Syria 
Gripped by 
Civil War 


Beirut 

Syria has entered a state of civil 
war with more than 4,000 people 
dead and an increasing number of 
soldiers defecting from the army 
to fight President Bashar Assad’s 
regime, the U.N.’s top human rights 
official said Thursday. 

Civil war has been the worst- 
case scenario in Syria since the 
revolt against Assad began eight 
months ago. Damascus has a web 
of allegiances that extends to Leb- 
anon’s powerful Hezbollah move- 
ment and Iran’s Shiite theocracy, 
raising fears of a regional confla- 
gration. 

The assessment that the blood- 
shed in Syria has crossed into civil 
war came from the U.N. High 
Commissioner for Human Rights, 
Navi Pillay. In Washington, State 
Department spokesman Mark 
Toner declined to call it a civil 
war, though the Syrian conflict 
has shown little sign of letting up.

Ask a Metro rider what’s wrong 
with the rail system and you’re apt 
to hear, “How long can you ride 
along and listen?” 

The list goes on and on: Late 
and crowded trains. Inaudible 
announcements. Broken escala- 
tors — again and again. Rude or 
unhelpful station managers. Fare 
card machines that don’t work. 
Poorly lit stations. Not enough 
signs. Smelly brake dust. Dirty 
trains. And all of this for fares that 
some complain are too high. 

But transit agency records show 
few riders formally complain, when 
compared to the hundreds of thou- 
sands who ride the five lines and 
106 miles of track every day. 

Pat Bender, who has commut- 
ed daily to D.C. from Northern Vir- 
ginia for 15 years, summed up her 
feelings: “I hate Metro.” 

Bender said she files two or 
three complaints online each 
month. Problems include: Why 


does she have to pay more at such 
busy stations as West Falls Church 
and Metro Center when trains 
are eight, 10 or up to 15 minutes 
late during rush hour? Also, she’s 
asked Metro, why does she have to 
pay the higher weekday fares on 
federal holidays such as Colum- 
bus Day? 

Metro received 15,514 com- 
plaints from January 2010 to July 
2011, according to agency data. 
That represents less than 2 percent 
of the riders who make 737,196 trips 
on an average weekday. 

Given that most commuters 
take the train to and from the 
office, that’s 10 times a week that 
Metro has “the opportunity to sat- 
isfy their expectations or miss the 
mark,” said Lynn Bowersox, Met- 
ro’s managing director of public 
relations. 

Transportation experts said 
Metro riders expect a system that 
runs smoothly on a daily basis 
probably more so than other such 
places as New York or Chicago. 


The number of complaints 
logged by Metro riders on the 
Red Line, the busiest in the sys- 
tem, from January 2010 to July 
2011 , Metro data show. The 
Blue and Orange lines ranked 
second with 5 , 466 ; and the Yel- 
low and Green lines were third 
with 2 , 855 . Among the top com- 
plaints — 3,511 across all five 
lines — were delays, late trains 
and inadequate service.

Nearly two-thirds of the com- 
plaints Metro receives come in 
by phone, while the other third 
are received online or via email. 
Lynn Bowersox, Metro’s man- 
aging director of public rela- 
tions, said the goal is to respond 
to customers within 72 hours, 
and Metro officials said the 
agency typically meets that for 
“routine matters." (twp) 


“D.C. is the capital city,” said 
Joshua Schank, an urban planner 
and transportation expert. “If [the 
Metro] doesn’t run well or func- 
tion well, it reflects poorly on the 
city and the country. It is Ameri- 
ca’s subway.” 

Metro recently launched a cam- 
paign called Metro Forward to pub- 
licize an extensive effort to repair 
and upgrade the system. Chief 
Metro spokesman Dan Stessel said 
that seems to be gaining traction 
among riders. 

But some passengers said it just 
isn’t easy to file a complaint, and 
others believe the system is so bro- 
ken that they won’t be heard. 

Eric Fingerhut, 41, of Bethesda, 
said he thought one way to voice his 
concerns would be to join Metro’s 
Riders Advisory Council. He applied 
online in mid-October and received 
an email acknowledgment. 

But Fingerhut said he never 
heard anything more. 

“I see things and I don’t under- 
stand why they happen or things 
that can be improved,” he said.

THE WARNING 

Because Metro faces a $124 million 
budget shortfall, riders will “likely" 
see fare hikes next year, said Metro’s 
chief financial officer, Carol Kissal. 

THE PRECEDENT 

In 2010, Metro implemented the 
most expansive fare hike in its his- 
tory, including “peak-of-the-peak" 
rates for riders who travel during 
the rail system’s busiest times. 
While ridership dropped some, few 
riders adjusted their commute for a 
cheaper time, Metro officials said. 

THE CULPRIT 

Pension costs are the driver of Met- 
ro’s projected deficit, officials said. 
Of Metro’s 11,000 employees, 85 per- 
cent don’t contribute to their pen- 
sion, leaving Metro the sole contrib- 
utor, officials said. Pensions took a 
major hit in the economic downturn, 
so Metro has to make up the cost. 

THE OPTIONS 

Metro’s proposed options include 
making the now-complex fare sys- 
tem easierto understand; raising 
rates 10 cents on both the bus and 
rail networks; and implementing a 
zone system on trains that’s based 
on how far riders travel, (twp)

We’ve Arrived! 

I didn't have plans to go out of town for 
Thanksgiving this year, but I knew where to 
find a lot of people who did: Union Station. 

A bigger crowd than ever was making a 
Wednesday getaway, thanks to the newly 
remodeled bus deck that's now home to 
most of the major intercity bus lines. 


In keeping with an agreement 
announced over the summer, part 
of the garage was restriped and 
reconfigured so it could take bus 
arrivals and departures off of the 
streets. Over the past few months, 
Bolt Bus, Washington Deluxe and 
DC2NY have moved in. The latest 
addition is Megabus, which was 


what 19-year-old Danny Won was 
planning on taking to New York for 
the holiday. I asked him how the 
new digs compared with Megabus’ 
previous location at North Capitol 
and K streets NW — a spot that 
lacked shelter from the elements 
and was a longish walk from the 
Metro. “A bus stop is a bus stop,” 


he said. “As long as I get to where 
I need to be, it’s fine.” 

Won’s definition of “fine” is 
different than mine. Other than 
the fact that no one seemed total- 
ly sure where to stand (I got “We’re 
hoping we’re in the 
right line” a whole 
lot), the Union Sta- 
tion bus terminal is 
a dream. It’s con- 
nected to Metro, 
Amtrak, commut- 
er trains and tons 
of places to grab a 
bite to eat. It’s cov- 
ered, so it doesn’t matter whether 
it’s pouring outside. And except 
for a few close calls with people 
sprinting while wielding large 
bags, my life never seemed to be 
in danger. 

It was just 10 or so years ago 
that the only option for catching 
a bus in D.C. required trudging 
to the creepy Greyhound termi- 
nal in a neighborhood that had 
yet to be NoMa-fied. That’s why 
we rejoiced to have competitors 
come into town, even if riding the 
new buses meant standing on ran- 
dom corners, nervously hoping 
that other people with duffel bags 
would show up and confirm that a 
bus might soon arrive. 

In a weird way, I miss those 
early days of alternative bus trav- 
el, when getting a ride to New York 
felt like an adventure. As soon as 
the companies introduced compli- 
mentary water bottles and Wi-Fi, 
and sophisticated online reserva- 
tion systems, there was no more 
pretending we were pioneers. 

Now that there’s a convenient, 
covered location, the experience 
has gone from sketchy to down- 
right swanky. But I’m still thankful 
I didn’t have to go anyrwhere.

Cuccinelli Bid May Divide GOP 



2013 Va. governor’s 
race could feature 
tough primary fight 

Richmond 

Republican Ken Cuccinelli II, Vir- 
ginia’s outspoken attorney general 
who has drawn national support 
from the tea party movement, con- 
firmed Thursday that he will run 
for governor in 2013. 

Cuccinelli’s candidacy sets up 
a potentially contentious primary 
fight against Republican Lt. Gov. 
Bill Bolling, the party’s presump- 
tive gubernatorial candidate. 

“I hope you have known me long 
enough to know that I do this out 
of my love for our commonwealth 
and to further the principles on 
which this country was founded,” 
Cuccinelli wrote in an email to his 
staff late Thursday. 


Cuccinelli said he did not plan 
to make his candidacy official 
until the spring, but moved up his 
announcement after The Washing- 
ton Post reported his plans Wednes- 
day. He said he would not resign to 
run for governor, as has been the 
practice of his predecessors. 


His decision to not run for re- 
election, as he had said he would for 
months, will likely lead to a long, 
expensive battle between two of 
the state’s top Republicans. 

Three years ago, Bolling and 
then Republican Attorney Gener- 
al Bob McDonnell hatched a plan:

Several Democrats have ex- 
pressed an interest in statewide 
office, but only former Democratic 
National Committee chairman and 
businessman Terry McAuliffe has 
told supporters he will run for gov- 
ernor. McAuliffe unsuccessfully

Bolling would let McDonnell run 
unopposed for the GOP nomina- 
tion for governor, and four years 
later, McDonnell would back Bol- 
ling for the state’s top job. 

Now, just weeks after Republi- 
cans won complete control of Rich- 
mond, the party is bracing for a 
potential split ahead of the 2013 
election. Republicans on Thursday 
downplayed any potential rift in the 
party, but some were taking sides.

Maryland has but one true point 
guard right now and one true scor- 
ing threat. That might be enough to 
succeed, if it weren’t the same per- 
son carrying both those titles. 

On an undermanned roster, 
sophomore Terrell Stoglin is left 
to carry a disproportionate load 
for perhaps two more months, at 
least until starting point guard 
Pe’Shon Howard returns from a 
broken ankle. 

Through six games, Stoglin 
has hoisted up more than twice as 
many shots as any other Terrapin. 
His 21 points per game is 11 points 
more than the next-highest scorer. 
And even as first-year coach Mark 
Turgeon acknowledges the need for 
Stoglin to put points on the board, 
he laments the sophomore’s incon- 
sistency in orchestrating the broad- 
er offense. Freshman Nick Faust, a 
natural shooting guard, is his only 
other option at the point. 


“Nick’s not a point guard, but 
he’s trying as hard as he can,” Tur- 
geon said. “Terrell is a point guard. 
He’s got to do a little better job of 
getting us into our offense. I’ve got 
to do a little better job of figuring 
out ways to get into our offense.” 

Because Maryland (3-3) lacks 
athleticism and depth, Turgeon 


believes it must be overcome by pre- 
cision, by running plays exactly as 
they are designed. Against unde- 
feated Illinois on Tuesday, Turgeon 
watched proudly from the sideline 
as the Terrapins built a first-half 
lead by moving off the ball, pass- 
ing and scoring close to the basket. 
Then with both hands he pound- 


ed the scorer’s table in frustration 
as he saw those fundamentals dis- 
appear, along with the lead, in the 
final 20 minutes. 

“The second half, we kind of 
panicked a bit, him and Nick,” he 
said. “It was as bad as it could get 
there for a while.”

In her popular New York Times 

column “A Good Appetite ” Melis- 
sa Clark tweaks seasonal recipes 
to make them both more interest- 
ing and more flavorful. It’s a trick 
the creative foodie diva shows off 
in her 32nd cookbook, “Cook This 
Now” ($30, Hyperion). She’ll talk 
about it and sign books Wednes- 
day at 7 p.m. at the Sixth & I His- 
toric Synagogue (tickets $8-$10; 
600 I St. NW; 202-408-3100, 
Sixthandi.org). 

This book is structured around what 
you can find at farmers markets in 
given months. How should I approach 
the market if I’m a newbie? 

Stay with what you know, and 
buy the cool, heirloom versions of 
it. And I have a rule that, if you’re 
taking home something new, that 
nothing you buy at the farmers 


market can hurt you eaten raw, 
except rhubarb leaves. 

Winter markets offer challeng- 
es, though, don’t they? 

People think they’ll go to the farm- 
ers market in winter and there will 
be nothing but potatoes. But winter 
can be amazing, with these hearty 
root vegetables, collard greens and 
kale. Just don’t expect tomatoes 
and eggplants. 

Fiddling with recipes is one of 
your trademarks. Any advice on 
how to do it? 

I always begin following a recipe, 
because it’s important to know 
how to make something before 
you tweak it. And when you start 
to tweak, think about what you are 
hungry for. Then adjust the spices 
and keep the technique. 


Which veggies get a bad rap? 

I think cabbage gets a bad rap. 
People think it’s smelly and not 
sweet. But broil it, and it’s the 
best thing. 

In the dead of winter, is it OK to 
eat out-of-season stuff? 

I’m not a purist — I think that by 
the time March rolls around, you 
get sick of cabbage and potatoes, 
especially since, in the Northeast, 
spring is a big lie. It doesn’t really 
happen until June!

Which non-winter veggies are OK 
from the supermarket, then? 

I don’t use out-of-season tomatoes 
much, but cukes are pretty reliable, 
and so is eggplant. It’s just that food 
in season tastes better. 

With Hanukkah and Christmas 
coming, what are you excited to 
make? 

I’m excited to make parsnip latkes, 
which are so great. The parsnips 
are so sweet, it’s like eating latkes 
with the applesauce built in. 

You have a kiddo now. How has 
she changed howyou cook? 

It’s made me conscious of what I 
can do quickly. What can I throw 
in the oven with olive oil that’ll 
taste good? I have to be on autopi- 
lot if I’m cooking and my daugh- 
ter is smushing Play-Dob into the 
plants. My food has become simpler, 
yet more intense, because if I’m not 
using six different herbs. I’m using 
one and getting the most flavor out

In France, they call an orgasm “the! 
little death.” In “Shame,” Steve 
McQueen’s mournful portrait of an 
addict hitting rock bottom, Michael 
Fassbender plays a man commit- 
ting suicide by accumulation, seek- 
ing self-annihilation through the 
compulsive pursuit of sex. But what 
movies so often relegate to the mar- 
gins of pornography here is radical- 
ly redefined, stripped of its erotic 
charge and depicted as a numbing 
erasure of life and emotion.

films of 2011 and spins them intoa blast 
of cosmic sparkle dust. “Melancholia" 
begins in earnest with the late arrival 
of a bride and groom to their wedding 
party. The bride’s ambivalence comes 
into florid expression at the reception, 
a lavish affair that writer-director Lars 
von Trier films virtually in real time, as 
the newly wed Justine and her groom, 
Michael, navigate their fragile new life 
as a couple. The setup has the makings 
of a bitterly funny dysfunctional-family 
comedy, but vonTrier instead plays itfor 
maximum nihilistic drama. The “Melan- 
cholia" wedding seems to go on and on, 
with Justine’s skepticism finally taking 
a shockingly subversive turn. As von 
Trier’s ultimate wish-fulfillmentfantasy, 
“Melancholia" is a broodingly downbeat 
self-portrait but also the inspiring work of 
an artist of seemingly boundless imagina- 
tive power.

THE MUPPETS (PG, 98 minutes) “The 
Muppets" is both a delightful family 
film about the Muppets and a winking, 
self-referential satire about how lame 
the Muppets are.

TOWER HEIST (PG-13, 105 minutes) Ben 
Stiller plays Josh Kovacs, the general 
manager of the Tower, a posh apartment 
complex.
